Late 
returns seem to make it certain that 
Wilson carried thirty-eight states at 
the polls, while Roosevelt was second 
with six, and Taft third with four.

A large tree with a s p re a d in g limb 
tw enty or twenty-five fe e t ab o v e the 
ground m a k e s the ideal suppo rt for 
a swing, but in c a s e th ere is n ’t a tree 
a t hand, it is an e a s y m a tte r for a boy 
to put up a su bsta n tia l 
fram ew o rk 
su ch a s is shown in Fig. 2, from which 
to su sp en d it. 
Such a fram ew ork a s 
this should be built alongside of 
a 
f en ce or shed, so one of the side up­ 
r igh ts (A, Fig. 2) can be spiked s e ­ 
curely to it. 
Then it is n e ce ssary to 
bra ce only the o p p o site upright ( B ) . 
Two-by-four-inch stuff is heavy enough 
for the uprights, and of co u rse the 
i longer you can g e t them the longer 
th e sw e e p of the s w in g will be. 
B efore putting up the uprights, the 
top plate (C) should be cut and spiked 
to their ends. 
T h e 
ropes 
for 
the 
s w in g should also be fasten ed to the 
plate, so a s to s a v e the necessity of 
climbing later, when the fram e w o rk 
is in place, to do it. 
It is well enough 
to simply bore tw o holes through the 
plate, of the size of the rope to be 
used, and then a fte r slipping the ends 
of the rope through, to knot them a s 
shown in Fig. 3; but if you can get a 
couple of rin g b o lts, such a s shown 
in Fig. 4, they will m a k e a more sh ip ­ 
sh a p e job; 
bore 
the holes for the 
ring-bolts small enough to m ake a s n u g 
fit. 
T h e ropes should be fa stened be­ 
tween 24 and 30 inches apart. 
Manila 
hem p rope three-fourths inch or one 
inch in diam eter is best, but a doubled 
hemp clothesline will do if you can 
g e t nothing better. 
Every boy is fam ilia r w’ith the form 
of sw ing seat which is notched at the 
ends to fit over the rope (Figs. 1, 2 
and 5), and this is just a s sa tisfa c to r y 
a s e a t a s any.

or of thin wood, to prevent it from 
splitting along the center.

to see that he g e t s enough sleep.

p hysicians 
h a v e been e m ph a sizin g the need of 
sleep for children. 
Insufficient sleep 
affects the nerves, the temper, the di­ 
gestion. the mental 
qu ick n ess 
and 
even the m orals of 
children. 
T he 
child who gets enough sleep is the one 
who is brigiit and quick mentally, who 
g r o w s normally and well, who e a t s 
properly and who is not peevish and 
irritable.

T ry giving the school child s u p p e r 
a t half-past five, a nourishing and e a s ­ 
ily digested supper, too.

If he d o e s n ’t sleep let him sip a cup 
of hot milk, and sit beside him until 
he d row ses off.
